I'rofossor Waugh Is head of the Uo- 
par'tmcnl of History at .Mei"!lll, Ho Is 
a Kriiduate of A'irioria l.'iilver.Mlt.v, 
and la very well known for bis work in 
reseanlh and for liiH-pUbliciitions. Itu- 
lore tiikiiii; up University diitles he 
was for three years engaged in school 
work, and is i-oiiso(iuently well plltcd 
to speak befoi i-hildrcn. 

The laiiKPiis liliii "Wiilfc .nul .Mont- 
c.-alin", based mi the work of Prof. C. 
M. AVi-ong anil prepared by Ihe Vale 
University Press, will be .iliown at 
all lectures. The film was actually 
supervised by Col. Wood, well known 
authority on the history of Quebec, 
and in conjunction with .special sets 
of slides which have been prepared 
will illustrate very pointedly the 
speaker's remarks.

"The mo.st valuable section in the modern newspaper is its 
correspondence column, if that is well managed." This opinion 
a well-known .fDûrualisl ju.stifies by .saying that news is often 
presented, although perhaps uncon.sciously, in a form pleasing 
to the proprietors, while the editorials are the work of a small 
group of men jiaid to sujiport the defined attitude of their paper 
upon all questions of moment. The speaker pointed out that he 
was not ca.sting .slurs upon the integrity of the average .journal, 
^ ^ but simply maintaining that papers could rarely do more than 
fi^l present an honest view from their own side. But a true jourhal- 
ist. he continued, is bounded only by a few common-sense rules, 
such as decent language and length, in his selection of letters 
"to the Editor" for publication. 

A careful reader of the letters published in the ordinary 
nèwspaper need pay little attention to the other pages, and yet 
be well acquainted with the thoughts and doings of the da.v. 
For he will be in touch with every shade of opinion, every side 
in important disputes. I3ut the mere persual of letters making 
this .stitement or that does not mean everything. The signa- 
ti^^^the bottom of the page tells whether the writer is a per- 
si^^^hfluence or authority, and his words will likely carry 
muçh more weight than an identical article by .some shrinking 
"ncHii de.. plume." To put it another way, a genuine signature 
is guarantee of good faith and sincerety. 

But, as was pointed out not long ago in this column, a per- 
nicious habit .'springing up at McGill of signing ])en names to 
'■'^"•'y, letters published in the "Daily." On occasions this i.s doubtless 
necessary, but it is safe to say that ninety percent of the letters 
•jublished in this papei- under assumed names would be worth 
'it more if they were f rankly. acknowledged by their composers. 
This paper publishes all 4erious, decent letterij of • public in- 
est written by subscriber.s, and, occasionally, it extends the 
•ourtesy of its columns to representatives of sister universities 
nd to friends of McGiU. It thus offers to all an opportunity 
of presenting opinions and thoughts to the public of this uni- 
< versity. But how much w.eight.can be placed on these thoughts 
' 'I' \nd opinions if theii* owners 'ai-e afraid, or too bashful, to ac- 
V knowledge 'them ? At times, it seems almost' as if correspon- 
' dents are eagëi- to see their views in print, and yet are ashamed 
of them. 

For severall . reasons which need not be discussed here, it is 
impossible to jjrohibit the publication of letters under fictitious 
names, but it would be well for those who are earnestly ex- 
^^pceissing honest views to avoid pen-names, and thereby give the 
limpression that they are prepared to uphold their assertions in 
the ojjen. " 

By all means let thei-e be letters ; letters discussing each 
und every sulj.jeit of interest, but, unless a good reason i)oints 
to the contrary, let there be genuine signatures.

"In 17L'7 a tierm!«n doctor nijnie<l 
.Schull?.e fiislened ii paper patlern nn 
the otilalde of a flash ruiitninln); sll- 
vnr nitratr solution, and eximsed ll 
1^1 the Iii;lit. Whni In' removed the 
pattern he had a while Image of II 
on the flask's conlenls. which had 
turned blHCk front the acllmi or the 
light. On further cxposure, of ooiir<<e, 
Ihe Iniiijre also darkened and d'Isap 
pared. 

■At about this time NIcephosc 
.Viepco, a I'Tonchman, entered Ihe 
flld of invfsllBHilon. In I.SIS hr had 
the idea of using .Iiidenn biliiinen in 
Ihe copying of plclunw. .\fter many 
Iriîils he found that a, Ihin coating of 
thlM biliimeii on a. metal plate when 
oovwed with a print .sonked In oil 
until transparent and exposed lo tight 
was imprinted with a. faint linage of 
the pin lire. 

"He dissolved away the part of the 
bitumen which had not been exposed 
to the light through the lriin.sparcnt 
part of the piolurr, leaving only the 
liiic! or the drawing. Hy etching 
tliese lines with acid he obta.ined a 
metal plate fi-om which any number 
of reproductions of the orlginiil pic- 
ture could be made. This was the 
proce.^.s later i-.illo,l liellography. 

"The next step was the fixing of ah 
image thrown on the plate by light 
from real objects. Xlepcc did this 
by using Judean bitumen on glass, 
and the depth to which this vnrnlsh 
iifTecied when exposed lo the 
imap^e of light transmitted the shad- 
Jugs of Ihe Photographic Image. The 
first image obtained hy this method 
was probably made In 1S:!l', the true 
year of the birth of phoiograph.v. 

'In 1S2B Niepcc obtained the repro- 
duction of an Image on a mctirfiato 
by the use of iodine. In this same 
year he received a letter from a mJin 
unknown to him, Da^uerre. a painter 
who wa« interested in the Invention 
of a diorama, and who. wished to col- 
la borate "W'ith Nlopce. 

"By the year 1S3.") Dagucrrc hud 
obtained a plate composed of a Ihjn 
la.verr of iodine spread over a ijllvered 
surface, which after belnp exposed 
in the dark room was placed In a 
.varm mercury Tjath to bi iiiK oui iho 
latent picture and mijke it posiliv.!. 
Such a picture, however, was not 
really fixed, and gradually darkened 
upon exposure to Ilghi.
